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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record does not disclose or teach the respirator having the 
specific structure and relationship as claimed in claim 1 including the first and second 
sealing means adapted for increasing sealing contact under the influence of the air 
pressure means, and the first and second cavities define separate non-communicating 
cavities when positioned against a user's face air is inhaled under negative pressure 
solely though the first cavity, air is exhaled solely though the first cavity and a positive 
pressure is maintained in the second cavity so that the first and second sealing means 
are urged into a more positive engagement with the face of the user. 

The prior art made of record does not disclose or teach the respirator having the 
specific structure an relationship as claimed in claim 8 including a respirator wherein air 
is inhaled under negative pressure, and the sealing piece comprising a gas inlet for 
allowing, in use the supply of pressurized gas to the cavity such that a positive pressure 
is maintained in the cavity.
